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Van Buren Twp. 
DDA plans large 
splash pad

“It’s larger than Canton’s,” said Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara as 
he joined in a description of the new splash 
pad project being planned for Quirk Park 
during the Nov. 27 meeting of the VBT 
Downtown Development Authority. 

“It’s one of the biggest in the area,” said 

DDA Assistant Executive Lisa Lothringer. 

She said a meeting was held with Russell 
Design and the Parks and Recreation 
Department to go over preliminary concept 
design. 

Based on that meeting, Russell Design 
was to make changes to the drawing. She 
passed around a concept drawing of the 
project, but didn’t want to release it to the 
press because she said it was just a concept. 

She expected to get costs on the 
project on Nov. 30. She said there will 
be a presentation to the VBT Recreation 
Committee at its 5:30 p.m., Dec. 11, 
meeting, to get feedback. 

DDA intern Melissa Kalnasy also gave a 
report on the project. 

She said major components include the 
splash pad, playground updates, changing 
rooms, wayfinding signage, lawn area, 
seating/picnic tables, a bio-swale for 
drainage, and a memorial for Egypt 
Covington. 

In other business at the 58-minute 
meeting on Nov. 27, the DDA: 

e Approved a request from Executive 
Director Susan Ireland to revise the change 
order policy, so she doesn’t have to come 
back to the board at the next meeting 
or call a special meeting for changes 
to the Placemaking Project, now under 
construction. The DDA approved Axiom 
work project change up to $3,499.99 can 
be approved by Ireland with concurrence

Belleville City Council sets annual Holiday Contest

VBT first in 
tri-community to 
opt out of pot biz 


At Tuesday’s regular meeting, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously to approve the first 
reading of an ordinance to opt out of 
allowing marijuana dispensaries and grow 
Operations within township borders. The 
second, final, reading is Dec. 18. 

While Sumpter Township and the City of 
Belleville will be considering like moves, 
VBT is the first in the tri-community to 
take official steps to keep businesses from 
Opening within their borders until the 
Michigan Department of Licensing and 
Regulatory Affairs (LARA) has set the 
rules. 

LARA has a year, under the recreational 
marijuana law approved by voters, to set the 
rules for businesses. The township wanted 
to wait until they know what the rules are 
before agreeing to host businesses. 

But, board members want to be sure the 
desires of their residents are considered, 
since VBT voters voted two to one to 
approve recreational marijuana on Nov. 6. 
Did they just want to use it or do they want 
to be able to buy it next door? That’s what 
board members want to know and public 
hearings will be planned once LARA’s 
rules are announced. 

As to the recreational marijuana law, it 
takes effect today, Dec. 6. 

Congratulations to VBT for moving 
forward so quickly to make sure the 
township doesn’t get itself stuck where it 
doesn’t want to be.

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Remember Pearl Harbor 
Day — Dec. 7 


To the editor: 

In the first hours of America’s Pacific 
war, our nation suffered one of her worst 
wartime losses: 2,388 men, women, and 
children were killed in the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. The targets of attack were naval 
ships and military facilities throughout 
Oahu. 

At dawn on Dec. 7, 1941 more than 
half of the United States Pacific Fleet, 
approximately 150 vessels and service craft, 
lay at anchor or alongside piers in Pearl 
Harbor. All but one of the Pacific Fleet’s 
battleships were in port that morning, most 
of them moored to quays flanking Ford 
Island. By 10 a.m. the tranquil Sunday 
calm had been shattered, 21 vessels lay 
sunk or damaged, the fighting backbone of 
the fleet apparently broken. Smoke from 
burning planes and hangers filled the sky. 
Oil from sinking ships clogged the harbor. 
Death was everywhere. 

The fleet in Pearl Harbor, the focus of the 
attack, suffered the greatest loss, almost 
half the total casualties occurred when the 
USS Arizona blew up. Army, Navy, Army 
Air Force, and Marine Corps facilities 
across the length and breadth of Oahu, 
from Kaneohe to Haleiqwa to Malakole, 
bore their share of death and destruction. 
Hickam, Wheeler, and Bellows Army Air 
Force bases lost 217 men and 77 aircraft. 
Naval Air Stations at Ford Island and 
Kaneohe lost 19 men. Pacific Fleet naval 
aircraft losses in total, were 92. At Ewa 
Marine Corps Air Station, 4 men were 
killed and 33 aircraft were destroyed. 
Civilians from Waikiki to Pearl City were 
killed by exploding anti-aircraft munitions 
(friendly fire). 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt in a 
speech to Congress the next day said: “Dec. 
7, 1941, a date which will live in infamy. 
... No matter how long it may take us to 
overcome this premeditated invasion, the 
American people, in their righteous might, 
will win through to absolute victory.”

of one of the three DDA officers; changes 
between $3,500 and $6,999.99 can be 
approved by Ireland with the concurrence 
of two officers; and changes between 
$7,000 and $21,999.99 can be approved 
by Ireland with concurrence of three 
officers. All changes will be brought to 
the next meeting. Anything above those 
changes would need to be brought to the 
full DDA board. Supervisor McNamara 
said Ireland’s suggestion was common if 
you have a change order and it’s under a 
certain amount; 

e Approved $21,347.79 worth of change 
orders on the Placemaking Project. One 
change is adding a corrugated 4” socked 
drain installed with a sump pump for 
water drainage, at a cost of $5,347.79;

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VBT Trustee Paul White protests purchase of coats for twp. board

“I don’t want residents to buy me a winter 
coat,” Trustee Paul White said during 
Monday’s work/study session of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees. 

“The coats cost $85 each,” Trustee White 
said. “It’s an OK coat, but it did not come 
before us as a purchase. We had emails 
asking our size and were asked to come in 
and try it on. 

“It’s an improper expense and you’re 
trying to get away with it by calling it a 
‘uniform,’” he said to Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara who ordered the coats. 

“When it gets out taxpayers are going to 
say, ‘I’m buying Paul White a winter coat 
with tax dollars.’ I don’t want residents to 
buy me a winter coat.” 

White said he planned to write a check to 
cover the cost of the coat, but Supervisor 
McNamara told clerks in the township not 
to accept a check from Paul White. 

“I said, do not give Paul White a receipt 
for that jacket,’ McNamara said. 

McNamara read from a_ prepared 
statement, which said each year he 
purchases one article of clothing. Last year 
it was shirts and, “You had no problem 
with that,” he said to White. 

McNamara said White had emails about 
the coat and there were no objections by 
White or anyone else. He said White called 
twice. 

“We ordered them on your request. We 
got your size. You tried it on and then we 
embroidered them. Once we had them 
done, then you complained. 

“You’re doing this solely so ... You set 
this board up for a Belleville Independent 
article,” McNamara said. 

“Last year you went out to Which Wich? 
and bought sandwiches for the board,” 
White said. 

McNamara said the Michigan Township 
Association said that was all right. 

White said he didn’t care what the MTA 
said and the board members can buy their 
own lunches. He asked McNamara why he 
is calling a “coat” a “uniform?” 

“I won’t talk to you about this,” 
McNamara said. 

White said he could take it to the regular 


board meeting the next night, which is 
cablecast. 

“I do not expect taxpayers to buy me a 
piece of personal clothing,” White said. 

On another concern, White wanted to talk 
about the Winter Fest parade the previous 
Saturday. 

“You required everyone go and you 
did not go yourself,” White said, adding 
McNamara told him a police car would be 
available for him to ride in. He said the fire 
truck was fully occupied and a fire truck 
was not acceptable to jump in and out of to 
give candy away. 

McNamara said he didn’t take part in 
the parade because he gets sick, for long 
periods, apparently referring to the cold, 
rainy weather. 

White said he was told there were three 
police cars there and he couldn’t find them, 
so he called dispatch and they didn’t know. 
[Later, White said police officers told him 
the three police cars were parked along 
W. Columbia Ave. because they couldn’t 
get into the parade setup area through that 
entry point. The entry point is off South 
Street, behind the school.] 

“T have 900 pieces of candy to eat,” White 
said, noting that he went home when there 
was no vehicle for him to use in the parade. 

McNamara said he called the parade 
officials earlier Monday. He said he sent 
in the parade application for fire, police, 
and elected officials. At 5 p.m. before the 
parade, there were just two floats there, 
with VBT Public Safety and Belleville. 
At 5:30 p.m., everybody came and it was 
“mad pandemonium.” 

“They are very sorry they split us up,” 
McNamara said. 

“I was there at 5:10 p.m. and there were 
no police cars,” White said. 

“Despite our differences, I don’t like it 
when a trustee gets left out,’ McNamara 
said. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said the board is 
not working together. 

“It’s unfortunate you were missed,” said 
Trustee Reggie Miller. “I don’t think it was 
on purpose.” 

White said Fire Marshal Dave MclInally 
said, “I don’t have room. I’m full.” 

“I don’t think you’re to blame here,”
